The phase 1 improvements con- 
sist of installation of storm win¬ 
dows and doors (some 80 windows 
and 16 doors in the two rows). The 
agreement signed with NASA calls 
for the latter to reimburse GHI 
for the cost of the storm windows 
and doors, not to exceed $16,500, 
with GHI contributing mainten¬ 
ance and certain ancillary services. 

Two types of storm windows are 
being considered. One calls for re¬ 
placement of the present windows:

What may be the start of the most significant development 
in Greenbelt’s history since the Federal sale of the original homes 
to Greenbelt Homes, Inc. took place on Tuesday, February 11, 
when a cooperative agreement was signed with Goddard Space 
Flight Center (NASA) for initiation of a solar heat experimental 
project. 


Under the , agreement, which 
deals with phase 1 of the pro¬ 
gram only, non-solar improve¬ 
ments and modifications will be 
made in a sample of two rows of 
GHI masonry and brick homes to 
determine the optimum design and 
size for a solar collector system 
and the cost effectiveness of such 
a system. 

The selected units are four flat- 
roof units (15 A-D Ridge) and 
four peaked-roof units (4 A-D 
Southway). Among the criteria 
used to select the courts were a 
southern exposure and minor tree¬ 
shading problems. The inhabitants 
have all agreed to the experiment. 
Two near-by rows, which will un¬ 
dergo no modifications, have been 
chosen as a control group to mea¬ 
sure the effectiveness of the im¬ 
provements.

the other calls for overlay-type 
storm windows that fit air-tight 
over the present windows, but are 
installed so that they can open 
with the present windows. Both 
are said to have the same heat¬ 
saving effectiveness so that the 
choice will depend on the compar¬ 
ative cost of production and in¬ 
stallation, which is expected to run 
between $100 and $150 per window. 
The time schedule calls for the 
storm windows and doors to be in¬ 
stalled by summer in time for the 
coming heating season. 

Instrumentation 

Another part of the phase 1 ex¬ 
perimentation calls for the com¬ 
plete instrumentation of the pre¬ 
sent heating system and installa¬ 
tion of a data collecting and re¬ 
cording system in the furnace 
room of one of the sample rows. 
The installation of the instrumen¬ 
tation sensors to monitor the heat 
loss and fuel consumption of the 
selected dwellings will be carried 
out by NASA personnel with NA¬ 
SA funds. The data collected from 
the GHI sample homes will be used 
to assess the costs and benefits 
expected from phase 2 of the pro¬ 
ject which involves the installa¬ 
tion in 1976 of a solar heat collec¬ 
tor system t6 augment the pre¬ 
sent fuel oil heating system. 

Under the agreement, NASA 
will be applying the techniques 
and lessons learned from space 
travel toward meeting the need for 
reducing fossil fuel consumption. 
As part of this operation, NASA 
will establish a solar insulation 
measurement facility and a solar 
collector test bed, facility at God¬ 
dard. 

The agreement calls for a Joint 
Users Committee composed of NA¬ 
SA and GHI representatives to 
supervise and conduct the exper¬ 
iment and work out the details re¬ 
garding building modifications.

Frame Homos 

The experiment was started in 
the brick homes because »a cir¬ 
culating hot water heating system 
is needed. However, GHI has hopes 
to extend the experiment to the 
frame homes where the steam 
heating systems have been conver¬ 
ted to hot water. 

At its February 13 meeting, the 
GHI board approved the submis¬ 
sion of an exploratory request to 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for a grant of 
funding of a solar heat demonstra¬ 
tion project for the frame homes. 

The GHI proposal calls for re¬ 
placing one of the four centralized 
steam plants in the North End by 
an efficient court-sized hot water 
heat system whose primary source 
would be solar energy, with an oil- 
fired back-up capability. In addi¬ 
tion, storm windows and doors and 
some other insulation would be in¬ 
stalled to reduce the heat demand 
to the level of a significant per¬ 
centage of which can be supplied 
by a solar collector system. 

Tax Break For Solar 
Energy Fueled Homes? 

State Senator Edward T. Conroy 
has co-sponsored a Senate bill 
that would provide property and 
sales tax exemptions as incentives 
for solar energy installations in 
commercial and residential build¬ 
ings throughout the state. 

The bill provides that tax ex¬ 
emptions can be claimed on solar 
energy installations by filling out 
forms prescribed by the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners. The 
forms would be filed with mater¬ 
ial suppliers prior to construction, 
with county auditors, and would 
be subject to review with asses¬ 
sors before the exemption is 
granted.

is the wife of Gil Weidenfeld, May¬ 
or Pro-Tem of Greenbelt. 

6BG 8i Rent Controls 

In a statement read at the coun¬ 
ty rent control hearing on Febru¬ 
ary 11, James Smith, president of 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion, wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., illustrated 
how the cost increases of the last 
two years have forced the Park¬ 
way apartments to reduce main¬ 
tenance and to delay capital re¬ 
placement programs. 

Water and sewer rates have in¬ 
creased 62%. fuel cost per gal¬ 
lon 259%. electricity rates. 44%, 
and tr^sh removal costs 29% from 
1972 to 1974, he said. Unless rent 
control measures contain equitable 
provisions for passing through in¬ 
creased costs to the tenant, Smith 
said it will be difficult to continue 
to provide rental housing that 
meets county standards for serv¬ 
ices and maintenance.

CtiiMil Inks Views 
On Transit RteVs 

For the past several months the 
city council has been considering 
transit needs for the city. The 
basis of this consideration has been 
a detailed report submitted by 
Wilbur Smith and Associates as 
part of a Federal and State funded 
study. 

In their report, which is Phase 
I of a two phase study, the consul¬ 
tants have determined there exists 
a need for an internal transporta¬ 
tion system for the city. They 
further present four alternatives 
for providing such service. 

Transit Alternatives 

1. A two-way fixed-loop system 
which would be essentially the 
same as existing Metro-bus oper¬ 
ations. Buses would travel along 
a fixed route with designated stops 
to which passengers would have 
to go. 

2. A demand-responsive (dial-a- 
ride) system that would provide 
door-to-door service. 

3. A combination fixed-route/ 
dial-a-ride system where the bus¬ 
es would travel a fixed route but 
make deviations to pick up and 
discharge passengers. (The consul¬ 
tants recommended this alterna¬ 
tive.) 

4. Reliance on and use of exist¬ 
ing taxi service in the County, 
providing expanded service within 
the city. 

Costs 

Any transit system the city 
would establish would necessitate 
both capital and operating costs. 
While capital costs for the neces¬ 
sary equipment would be exten¬ 
sive, it has been pointed out that 
all but 5% of such costs could 
be funded through a combination 
of Federal and State grants pres¬ 
ently available. Thus, the city's 
cost would be relatively small. 

More important, however, is the 
question of operating costs. Ex¬ 
perience around the country has 
shown that public transit systems 
are not self-supporting enterpris¬ 
es. Rather, they require heavy sub¬ 
sidy. Nothing exists to indicate 
that a Greenbelt transit system 
would be any different. Thus, it 
would require a local subsidy 
($152,000 in the first year). 

The council members believe that 
the city can not afford the sub¬ 
sidy required for any of the al¬ 
ternatives proposed which, at a 
minimum, would amount to a pro¬ 
perty tax rate increase of more 
than 20%. In its discussions, there¬ 
fore, the council considered whe¬ 
ther or not a less extensive transit 
service should or could be provid¬ 
ed. However, the Council felt there 
was a need for more citizen input 
before it could reach a decision. 
The Council was particularly in¬ 
terested in hearing citizens’ views 
on the following questions: 

1 How extensive is the city's 
need for an internal transit ser¬ 
vice? 

2. Can the city afford to subsi¬ 
dize a transit system and to what 
extent? 

3. What are the internal transit 
needs of Greenbelt? Do they re¬ 
quire a 14 hour a day system or 
something less? 

4. Which groups and ages of res¬ 
idents need a transit system? For 
what types of trips? 

These questions and others re¬ 
lated to trans't will be the sub¬ 
ject of a public hearing held by 
council on Wednesday, Feb. 26, at 
8 p.m.

Giese, who has ignored the pleas 
of the police for adequate facilities, 
as stated by Mrs. Keer in her let¬ 
ter, but rather three members of 
th - o \ty council who have not acted 
on the recommendations of the city 
manager, made almost a year ago, 
to expand the municipal building. 

Other city offices in the munici¬ 
pal building are also overcrowded. 
Although the city could not fund ' 
a new, separate police facility at 
this time, expansion of the muni 
cipal building would allow the pol¬ 
ice department's facilities to be 
doubled in size. Only councilman 
Charles Schwan and I consistently 
have supported the city manager’s 
r commendation that expanding 
the municipal building should be 
done as soon as possible. 

Of course, the city alwavs hns 
more projects than it can fund. 
The other members of eouneU f p 
that purchasing a nortior. of 
cel 15 for park land should Hvph 
a higher prioritv than e^-mdmg 
the municipal building. Th" city 
h~s insufficient funds to do both 

Recently the entire police de¬ 
partment apparently out of des¬ 
peration and frustration, petitioned 
the oitv council for relief from the 
lack of adequate facilities and the 
serious problems caused as a result 
of the present facilities. At that 
time the other members of council 
did recognize that something has 
to be done rbout thm situation now. 
Council agreed to crlve up th-* coun¬ 
cil conference r^nm whi^h is now 
being converted into two offices for 
the police department. However, 
this is merely temporary and par¬ 
tial relief and is by no maarvs a 
permanent solution to the inade¬ 
quate police facilities. 

As the city grows it will probably 
become necessary to build a to 
tally new police facility because the 
expanded municipal building will 
be needed for other growing city 
departments. Therefore, the pre¬ 
sent building would have to be ex¬ 
panded eventually so the city may 
as well take advantage of the re¬ 
cession and build an addition while 
construction costs are lower. 

We have a first class police de¬ 
partment in Greenbelt. It and 
the other city departments provide 
the citizens with good services and 
they need and deserve adequate 
operating facilities NOW!

1977 in the amount of 
$219,287.70 in the Modification 
Agreement which was signed on 
July 29, 1974. The reason this fig¬ 
ure was not spelled out was de¬ 
liberate.

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GHI Prepares Energy-Saving 
Package For Membership GK 

by A1 Skolnik 

Gearing up for a spring special membership meeting, the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors on Thursday, February 
1S> tentatively approved another batch of energy-conservation 
measures for submittal to the membership. Last April the mem¬ 
bership approved the use of $172,000 of the $317,800 deferred 
mortgage funds for energy conservation programs in the frame 
and brick homes. The board now intends that the remaining 
funds of $146,000 be devoted to the frame homes. 

The proposed measures are: have been appointed to the joint 

(1) Conversion of all the frame city council-GHI committee set up 


home steam heating plants south 
•f Northway to variable temper¬ 
ature hot water heat, at a cost of 
about $105,000. About 12 plants 
serving 300 units are involved. 
These plants were given high pri¬ 
ority because their original boil¬ 
ers and pipes can be used. For the 
four large heating plants in the 
North End (which serve about 700 
units), an entirely new piping sys¬ 
tem would be needed and the 
hoard felt that before such an in¬ 
vestment is made, exploration 
should be made of other poten¬ 
tial changes needed in these 
homes. In any event, the savings 
from conversion of the frame home 
plants south of Northway will be 
spread among all the frame homes. 

(t) Installation of the Oottel/ 
T^ttiponic Ultrasonic Oil/water 
emulsifiers on the largest steam 
plants in the North End, at a 
cost of about $30,000. This system, 
which uses fuel injection, has al¬ 
ready been contracted for on one 
burner and is expected to increase 
fuel efficiency. 

(3) Installation of fuel oil re¬ 
cording meters on the boiler plant 
at 12 Ridge and the large heating 
plants in the North End at a cost 
mf about $2,500. These devices will 
be used to measure the effective¬ 
ness of the various conservation 
measures to be adopted. 

(4) A stepped up campaign of 
calibrating temperature recording 
instruments on the steam plants, 
and, where necessary, replacement 
©f defective equipment and reten¬ 
tion of outside experts to complete 
the task. Also proposed is the lock¬ 
ing of weatherman controls so as 
to prevent interference by outsid¬ 
ers. These controls are designed to 
assure that the heat delivered to 
each unit is proper to assure com¬ 
fort levels consistent with national 
energy saving goals. 

Deferred Mortgage 

Eunice Coxon expressed concern 
that the modification agreement 
signed last summer with Govern¬ 
ment National Mortgage Associa¬ 
tion for the deferral of the 1974 
mortgage payments did not ex¬ 
pressly mention the amount of 
principal and interest to be repaid 
by GHI. She felt that the absence 
of this information imperiled the 
investment of the members. She 
said that she had been in com¬ 
munication with GNMA and the 
letter received in reply was at var¬ 
iance with the information the 
board had made public. 

When asked, however, by board 
members to share the letter with 
them so that variances could be 
checked, Mrs. Coxon said she was 
not ready to do so. The board then 
suggested that the Finance Com- 
mitte look into the matter, but 
Mrs. Coxon was still non-commit 
tal. Director Joe Comproni said 
that as a member he obviously 
would also share any perils fore¬ 
seen by Mrs. Coxon. but that his 
reading of the modification agree¬ 
ment together with the original 
documents indicated that the in¬ 
formation on principal and inter¬ 
est was readily determinable 

In another matter, the board ac¬ 
cepted the recommendation of its 
Finance Committee that there be 
no change in the present policy 
established for accumulating funds 
through an escrow fund for the 
payment of the deferred GNMA 
mortgage. The board specified that 
the funds be invested only in trea¬ 
sury bills or other securities guar¬ 
anteed by the U. S. Government. 
Mrs. Coxon had pushed for the 
establishment of a trustee account 
for management of the funds.

Elderly Housing Sites 
Reviewed For Council 

by A1 Skolnik 

Two architects, Steve Parker and Mark Mclnturff, gave the 
city council a rundown at its Feb. 12 work session of various sites 
for a housing for the elderly project. Examined with illustrated 
slides were 7 sites for their buildability and livability, including 
such elements as distance from shopping, noise, and attractiveness. 


Planners are thinking in terms 
of a 100-unit building which would 
be 7 stories high, although a lower, 
more spread out building is possi¬ 
ble. A project of this size is de¬ 
sired because it would be large 
enough to include a common din¬ 
ning room. Zoning regulations re¬ 
quire 33 parking spaces to accom¬ 
pany the building. 

Center Parking Lot 

The site that attracted the most 
interest was the municipal parking 
lot tract behind the statue and 
the Co-op building with the 
building constructed on stilts on the 
existing lot. This site would have 
the advantage of being loca¬ 
ted close to the shopping center 
and other community facilities and 
would offer the new residents the 
greatest diversity and vitality — 
an active urban environment 
while still being adjacent to green 
space and quiet areas of recrea¬ 
tion. The site would thus streng¬ 
then the community by revitalizing 
the center mall area, especially at 
night. The view from the build¬ 
ing would also be attractive. 

One disadvantage is that the 
building would have to be care¬ 
fully positioned so as not to destroy 
the vista from the center mall to¬ 
ward Braden Field. Even so, a 7- 
story building may be too massive 
for the site, and a smaller build¬ 
ing may need to be considered. 

3-Second Sign OK’d 
For Beltway Plaza 

The official order approving a 
sign waiver request by Beltway 
Plaza shopping center came down 
on February 12. It specifies as a 
condition that the sign consist of 
a 3-second word message sign, with 
the 3-second limitation relating to 
the word message itself, but the 
order disapproved a moving mes¬ 
sage sign. 

The county council which ap¬ 
proved the sign waiver concluded 
that the modified plan would not 
result in any undue concentration 
of signs in the area proposed or 
in a substantial impairment of the 
intent of the existing ordinance. It 
noted that the ordinance already 
exempts signs indicating time or 
temperature changes on not less 
than a 5 second cycle. 

The council said that the modifi¬ 
cations are necessary in order to 
alleviate special circumstances 
surrounding Beltway Plaza. It 
alluded to the adjoining steep 
slope which acutely delays obser¬ 
vance of the shopping center by 
passing motorists and stated there 
is a marked need for additional 
business identification of the Center 
itself and the 40 or more merchants 
who transact business therein.

Another disadvantage is that the 
site would be expensive to de¬ 
velop since the small size of the 
tract might require a two-story 
covered parking structure to ac¬ 
commodate the extra parking space 
needed. The cost of such a struc¬ 
ture is estimated at three times 
that of an ordinary open parking 
lot. However, it would offer some 
scenic advantages since the cars 
would be hidden from view. 

The cost of this site would also 
be high because of the desirability 
of extending the center mall out 
past the statue to lead into the 
senior housing building, with ramps 
going down to the lower-level park¬ 
ing places. The site might be 
noisy, especially in summer. 

GDC Property 

Another site receiving favora¬ 
ble attention is the property at the 
corner of Crescent & Parkway 
owned by Greenbelt Development 
Corporation, a wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
It is a pleasant wooded site and 
would provide an attractive view. 
A 7-atory building if built at the 
lower end of the site would blend 
in with the woods. 

A disadvantage is that it is re¬ 
moved from the commercial center 
activity and access would be 
through steep paths. A major 
problem may be the noise from the 
firehouse. Also, the site now* has 
4 garage buildings that might have 
to be given up. GDC might also be 
reluctant to make the property 
available, for fear of zoning effect 
on adjacent property. 

Candy Cane City 

In between the two sites is one 
proposed near Candy Cane City. 
This one has many difficulties. The 
site is long, narrow, and wet and 
would be dominated by its own ac¬ 
cess road and parking. It is up 
hill to the center and bus lines. 
The need for decks and retaining 
walls to make the site accessible 
and negotiable would call for a 
more expensive building. Finally, 
city park space would have to be 
given up. But the site would have 
the advantage of being convenient 
to the center mall and recreation 
areas. '• V 

Crescent Road Sites 

Further out are two sites along 
Crescent Road. The first is bei- 
tween the firehouse and St. Hugh’fe 
property. This one is considered 
low on the totem pole because of 
the noise element from the adjacent 
firehouse. The second site is parcel 
12 near Jaycees Clubhouse. Th^ 
landscaping and picturesque scen¬ 
ery near the lake make this an 
attractive physical site. However; 
the site is wet with subsurface 
water and may be in the flood 
plain. 

Ridge Road Sites 

Finally there are two sites along 
Ridge Road. One is the Ridge 
Road Center property. The main 
difficulty is the distance from thf 
center and other facilities. WhilJ 
walking time from the center i$ 
only 5-8 minutes, the walk itself 
is rather steep, exceeding maxh 
mum slopes of the county cod& 
Furthermore, pedestrians must 
cross busy Ridge Road, which 
dangerous because of the curve^. 
Also to be contended with is th* 
noise from the Baltimore-Washf- 
ington Parkwaj). There is also | 
question of the effect on neighbor 4 - 
ing property of , a 7-story building 

The other is a site on Hamilton 
Place, opnosite GHI offices. It i| 
even further from the center and 
has the same inconveniences of i. 
steep walk from the center an^ 
dangerous roads to cross. The sitb 
also has no vegetation so that thfe 
building would not blend very welf 
Also there is noise from the B-W 
parkway. The site, however, is thp 
only one that could take a 3- or 4 
storv development, instead of a TV 
story one.

State Water Resources Prodded The Blotter 
On Parcel 15 Erosion Problems 


by Elaine Skolnik 

The State Department of Water Resources (SDWR) has 
under investigation erosion problems on two portions of Parcel 
15 in Greenbelt. One is located just east of the Charlestowne 
North high-rise apartment building and the other is adjacent 
to the Capital Beltway. The city council in September 1972 
requested that SDWR institute enforcement action, and more 
recently former councilwoman Rhea Cohen, assistant Washington 
representative for the Sierra Club, questioned why steps had not 
been taken to remedy the situation. 

SDWR official Roger Kanerva Company, contends that the oper¬ 
ations did not cause pollution, that 
“the water leaving the site is clea¬ 
ner than the water in the creek, 
and the plan is being submitted 
to meet the technical aspects of 
state law/' He said the plan should 
be completed, within a month. 


told the News Review that all 
pertinent data, including photo¬ 
graphs of the sites, had been turn¬ 
ed over to the Attorney General's 
office some time ago. A spokesman 
for the legal office said that a 
variety of legal questions has 
slowed up action but the matter 
is still being pursued. 

Kanerva said that there were 
about 300 outstanding active vio¬ 
lations under examination. In ad¬ 
dition, the SDWR enforcement di¬ 
vision's staff of 29 inspectors must 
cover some 3,000 routine cases in 
the state. The Greenbriar sewage 
treatment plant, for example, is 
visited once a week. * 

The two erosion problems on the 
parcel 15 tract were created when 

(1) Dirt from excavations was 
dumped and spread upon the pro¬ 
perty next to the high-rise apart¬ 
ment in developing the adjacent 
apartments. A large barren area 
was created at the end of Prince 
James Way, and sediment deposi¬ 
ted into the lake via a sewer on 
Prince James Way which outfalls 
into a stream near Greenbelt Lake. 

(2) The contractor for the Capi ¬ 
tal Beltway was given permission 
by the owners of parcel 15 to re¬ 
move dirt for use on the proiect. 
The result was a second large bar¬ 
ren area visible from the Beltway. 
Sediment run-off enters a stream 
outfalling from Greenbelt Lake that 
flows into Indian Creek. The sedi¬ 
ment has been carried across a 
wooded area and has caused sub¬ 
stantial tree kill.

In the Greenbelt area the state 
has been successful in requiring 
the developer of the Beltway Plaza 
to take action to correct the eroded 
steep slope next to S. Klein and 
sedimentation problems caused by 
construction of the shopping cen¬ 
ter. 

In addition, according to the at¬ 
torney general's office, the A. H. 
Smith Sand and Gravel Company 
has been ordered to correct the 
problems caused by its 'Branchville 
operation on Greenbelt Road, west 
of Cherrywood Lane. In November 
1970, the company was cited for 
violation under the newly enacted 
Maryland Pollution Abatement Law. 
The State charged that the sand 
and gravel operation polluted In¬ 
dian Creek, a tributary of the An- 
acostia River. 

Since that time, the matter has 
been in the courts, and in the sum¬ 
mer of 1973 the court ruled that 
the property was subject to the 
State's Pollution Abatement con¬ 
trols and other laws. 

A spokesman for SDWR said 
“Our authority is pretty Well de¬ 
fined now, and we can enforce the 
laws." SDWR is requiring that 
the A. H. Smith Sand and Gravel 
Company present an erosion sedi¬ 
ment control plan for the property, 
including a schedule of implemen¬ 
tation. In addition, the company 
must apply for a discharge permit 
and waterway permit since part 
of the sand and gravel operation 
is within a floodplain of Indian 
Creek.
